George A. Sloan, chairman, president 
of the Board of Health; Mrs. William 
H. Newman, Mrs. Charles H. Shaw, 
Mrs. C. Arley Farmer and Mrs. Harry 
A. Jacobs, of the Woman's Commu- 
nity Club, and a member of the Com- 
munity Health and Civic Association 
to be appointed later, will have charge 
of the arrangements. 

The Child Health Centre, also known 
as the Baby Clinic, was made possible 
through the grant of $300 by Council 
to the Board of Health for this pur- 
pose.

Is a Narberth Councilman out 
of a Job? New Law Perplexes 



Is some member of Narberth Bor- 
ough Council out of a job? This in- 
teresting possibility arose this week 
when a provision of the Act of Assem- 
bly of 1929 became known. 

A reporter for a Philadelphia daily 
phoned a member of Council, inform- 
ing him that according to law all 
boroughs should have but six Council- 
men, instead of seven. Further, he 
said, the President of Council should 
be elected by the people and not by a 
vote of his fellow-members. 

While members of Council were 
thinking the situation over and wonder- 
ing who would be left out in the cold, 
the reporter called again, stating that 
he had been all wrong, and that the 
law applied to town government only. 
Another opinion was that it applied 
only to boroughs and" towns who elect 



their Councilmen by wards. (Narberth 
selects its Councilmen at large.) 

Inquiry at* the office of Borough So- 
licitor Fletcher W. Stites did not 
clarify the situation. Mr. Stites states 
that so far as he has been able to find 
out there is no evidence that the law 
affects Narberth, whose government 
was not set up by act of Legislature 
He is looking into the situation. 

In the meantime a number of worried 
municipalities are looking to the State 
Attorney General for a ruling -on the 
question. It appears that. the new law 
was hidden away in the pages of the 
recently-distributed pamphlet of laws 
enacted by the last Legislature. Bor- 
oughs all over the State, however, had 
elected their usual number of Council- 
men in November and had organized

The old order changeth. On the site 
of the blacksmith shop, located at 
Montgomery and Haverford Avenues, 
Narberth, where Lord Cornwallis once 
had his horse shod in Revolutionary 
times, a gas station will be erected. 

The property of 100-foot frontage 
along Montgomery and the same on 
Haverford Avenues was sold by Mrs. 
Mary A. Fleming to the Standard Oil 
Company of Pennsylvania through the 
real estate office of Frank Zell, 1518 
Walnut Street, Philadelphia. 

Permission to use the property, 
which is in a residential district, for the 
purpose of a gas station was granted 
Mrs. Fleming by the Narberth Board of 
Adjustment in August, 1927. The de- 
cision was based on the fact that the 
property had formerly been used for 
business purposes. A restriction was 
made, however, that no sale of auto- 
mobile accessories, changing of oil, 
greasing or storage of cars should take 
place. 

Appealing the decision, Mrs. Fleming 
took the case to the Court of Common 
Pleas at Norristown. An agreement 
was reached on the day the case came 
to trial in November, 1927, between 
her attorney, Theodore Lane Bean, and 
the Borough Solicitor, Fletcher W. 
Stites, which permitted her to include 
the sale of automobile accessories in 
the Board of Adjustment's decision.

In his remarks at the organization meeting of Council on Monday 
night, which unfortunately no citizens were present to hear, Burgess 
Henry A. Frye expounded his philosophy of local government. 

Matters of routine will he cared for hy Council as they arise. In 
the opinion of the Burgess, projects which involve the expenditure of 
large sums of the taxpayers' money should originate with the citizens 
themselves. If, as in the case of the street improvement campaign, strong 
public sentiment is created and the matter presented to Council, a bond 
issue can be raised and the project put across, as was the case with the 
streets. Council's function, as Mr. Frve put it, is "to push and not to 
pull." 

There are still things many people would like to see done in the bor- 
ough. The tunneling of Essex Avenue under the railroad has had its ad- 
vocates in the past; nearly everybody wants a new railroad station (this 
depends upon the P. R. R., however), recreation facilities are still needed ; 
a new grandstand on the playground would be appreciated by baseball 
fans and the Narberth Ball Club. 

Initiative for these or other projects will have to come as a rule from 
the citizens. Council will lend attentive ears to any propositions which 
are for the betterment of the borough, but if they involve heavy expendi- 
tures, they must have a large measure of public support. 



A Progressive Step 

The opening of a Child Health Centre in the borough on Wednesday 
may be counted as one of the most forward-looking moves taken here- 
abouts recently. 

While matters of health and hygiene arc much more a part of public 
knowledge than they were a few years ago, constant advance on the part 
of science and medicine produces new methods and corrects old errors. 
As an educational unit, the Health Centre is likely to prove of great 
benefit. 

The initiative for the Centre came largely from members of the 
Woman's Community Club and to them belongs the lion's share of the 
credit for putting the thing across. The borough Council helped the cause 
along by acceding to the request of the Board of Health for an appro- 
priation. The Community Health and Civic Association of Ardmore, 
which conducts similar centres in Ardmore, Bryn Mawr, Oakmont and 
West Manayunk, lent valuable assistance in the work of organizing and 
will continue to help by supplying a nurse for each day the clinic is open. 

To the Narberth Board of Health and its president, Dr. Sloan, and 
the club women who will act as volunteers, go our best wishes for the 
success of their project.

for the first time four years ago the 
personnel of Council has had remark- 
ably few changes, Mr. Redifcr, with 
more than a quarter of a century of 
faithful public service, has passed to his 
reward, and Mr. Griswold has under- 
taken a task for which he is particu- 
larly fitted.

Many people arc under the impres- 
sion that a Little Theatre is a small 
box-like shanty where a few queer hu- 
man beings pull off half-baked drama 
in shabby fashion. Others immediate- 
ly connect it with the word "amateur.' 
and consequently it means no more to 
them than high school Thcspianism. 

No doubt we have fulfilled these cat- 
egories; such is the plight of our em- 
byro state and pinched pocket. Wc 
are gradually outgrowing these con- 
ditions, and it is our purpose to estab- 
lish an artistic theatre on the Main 
Line. 

The Little Theatre has made rapid 
progress during the last decade in keep- 
ing alive an interest in legitimate drama 
in towns and cities far removed from 
the regular theatrical circuit. Now 
with many of our best plays confined 
to Broadway, Little Theatres arc fill 
ing the need in the principal cities of 
the country. 

These theatres arc little only in the 
size of the auditoriums. They are not 
for commercial profit, therefore their 
audience does not need to number ovci 
500 at the most. In proportion, the 
stage occupies two-thirds of the build 
ing. This seems unusual, yet it proves- 
at least that the stage is not small 
These theatres might better be termed 
play shops for their staging equipment 
is most elaborate and it is built for the 
production of any type of play. 

The modern Little Theatre is more 
able to serve its community than the 
professional stage. It is able to intro- 
duce works the commercial disadvan- 
tages of which could never induce a 
professional offering. It may dcfiiu 
convention without incurring loss. It 
may revive plays which Broadway has 
long forgotten. Because it is conven- 
ient and inexpensive, it encourages 
theatre-going among people who ordi- 
narily would not bother to go. 

We believe the Main Line is due a 
Little Theatre. We have cleared the 
path. It remains only for the Main 
Line to make it a rcalitv.

FAMED IN DIOCESE 



Funeral services were held ycslerdaj 
at St. Matthias* Church, Bryn Mawi 
Avenue, Bala, for its rector, the Rev 
Dr. Luke V. McCabe, who died on 
Sunday. Father McCabe had been at 
St. Matthias* for the past ten years 
and was one of the most widely-known 
priests in the Archdiocese of Philadel- 
phia. He was also the oldest in point 
of service in the diocese. 

Divine office was sung at 9:30 A. M. 
and Solemn Pontifical Mass of Requi- 
em was celebrated at 10 A. M. Burial 
took place in the church grounds. 

Despite his nearly eighty-four years, 
Father McCabe was active in the work 
of the parish. He was taken ill on 
Saturday night and death, ascribed to 
heart disease, came Sunday morning. 

For thirty-two years Father McCabe 
was a member of the faculty of St. 
Charles' Seminary, Overbrook, and in 
that capacity was the instructor of 
many of the clergy of the Archdiocese. 
He served as professor of theology, 
Sacred Scripture and Canon Law. 

Modest by nature, he deprecated the 
title of "doctor," although his scholar- 
ship had been recognized and the de- 
grees of Doctor of Divinity and Doc- 
tor of Laws had been conferred upon 
him. 

Father McCabe was born in Virginia, 
County Cavan, Ireland, May 7, 1846, 
and made his early studies under a 
private tutor. At the age of 18 he 
came to this country and entered the 
seminary, then at Eighteenth and Race 
Streets. 

On April 5, 1869, although still un- 
der the required age but within the dis- 
pensing power of the ordinary, he was 
ordained by Bishop Wood in the Ca- 
thedral of SS. Peter and Paul. 

The following September lie resumed 
teaching at the seminary. Later he 
served for a short time as assistant at 
the Church of St. Francis Xavier and 
then he was appointed rector of Coates- 
villc and surrounding missions. While 
there a church was built under his 
guidance. 

In April, 1917, Father McCabe re- 
linquished his pastorate and was ap- 
pointed assistant at St. Patrick's 
Church, Philadelphia. Two years 
later he was named rector of St. Mat- 
thias* Church and served in that ca- 
pacity until his death. 

Father McCabe celebrated the fifti- 
eth anniversary of his ordination to the 
priesthood in 1919. The celebration 
was in charge of a committee of dis- 
tinguished clergy of the archdiocese. 

He is survived by two sisters, Mar- 
garet and Mary McCabe, both of Mala.

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Mystery of Lettered 1930 Automobile License 

Plates Explained by Official of Motor Club 



Now that the new Pennsylvania au- 
tomohilc license plates arc flashing 
their cross-word puzzles in the eyes of 
a dazed and wondering public, the 
question most frequently heard is, 
''What's it all about?" The answers 
include a variety as great as the sta- 
tistical deluge that greeted the query, 
sonic years ago, of "How Old Is 
Ann?" 

In response to numerous inquiries, 
the Keystone Automobile Club at- 
tempts to elucidate. Clark W. Smithc- 
inan, editor of Keystone Motorist, who 
has a flair for figures, was assigned to 
the task of solving the puzzle. 

"To begin at the beginning," says 
Mr. Smitheman, "it was really the 
scarcity of small number tags that 
brought about this revolution in Ben 
Ky non's system. With the increase in 
registrations, the tags began to become 
elongated into what began to be called 
billboards. The fact that some figures 
will be letters only adds interest to the 
system. 

"It all sounds easy — and it is. So 
easy that a 53-page mimeographed 
pamphlet has been published to explain 
it! 

"The 1930 tags begin with 1 as usual. 
Krom that up to 99,999 there will be 
no discernible difference in the appear- 
ance, weight quality or durability of 
the tags.

Use 
the next letter of the alphabet, of 
course. What is the next letter — oh. 
yes. H. Then the tag. which under the 
arahic or sheik system of numbering 
would have been 110,000, becomes, 
under the Eynon or cx-sheik system,

"Is all that clear? 

"Then follow us — you don't know 
where you're at before we get through 
— and probablv we won't cither. 

"CI stands 'for 120,000 and Dl 130,- 
000 and so down the alphabet using 
twenty of the twenty-six letters. The 
letters omitted arc I* O, (J, T, W and 
X. 

"I is omitted because of modesty — 
no self-respecting automobile would 
use the first person — or perhaps be- 
cause I looks like 1. U (oh) is omit- 
ted because it looks like (nothing)

"T is reserved for trucks and X is 
for dealers. XX XX is, of course, for 
sugar. 

"Having exhausted the possibilities 
of one letter and four figures the Ey- 
nonitc system turns to one number-one 
letter-three number combinations, such 
as 6A768, Then to two number-one 
letter-two number tags, such as -45B38, 
Then to three number-one letter-one 
number combination, as 943G1 — then 
to four number-one letter tags 
(2468 A). You see how it goes? Then 
go home and try it on your piano. 

"Things have now reached an im- 
passe you may argue, if you know 
what impasse means. We have used 
all the letters and all the numbers in 
rotation and have accounted for a 
million tags. What to do for the sec- 
ond million? 

"But silence. We have an ace in the 
hole. Now we start with TWO letters 
and THREE numbers. And right here 
is where it gets interesting; think of 
tags reading DD666 and MA231.

There the case rested and no more 
was heard . of it until the recent sate 
was effected. 

After the sale of the property by 
Mrs. Fleming to the Standard Oil, the 
Borough's Board of Adjustment was 
petitioned by the the law office of 
John R. K. Scott, representing the oil 
company to allow them to erect a filling 
station and to remove the restrictions 
upon the changing of oil and the 
greasing of cars. The Board of Ad- 
justment, being already committed by 
its previous action to the erection of a 
gas station on this corner, granted the 
additional privileges requested. 

The Board's decision was trans- 
mitted to William H. Fret/, chairman 
of the Building Committee of Council, 
in the following terms: "At a special 
meeting of the Board of Adjustment of 
Zoning, Borough of Narberth. held in 
Klin Hall, Monday evening.

in the usual way Monday night. 

While the authorities do not think 
the newly discovered law will affect 
Narberth, lliey are debating as to the 
procedure necessary -to square things 
up if by any chance the borough gov- 
ernment is out of step. 

The Councihnen elected in November 
were Daniel Leitch, Clarence Kaeber, 
Robert I«\ Wood and John R. Hall. 
Opinions of laymen on methods of 
eliminating the extra man vary. One 
man proposed drawing lots, with the 
Councilman drawing the "black spot" 
to resign. Another suggested a four- 
handed poker game — low man to go 
out. 

More serious opinions are that the 
Councihnen in question would have to 
resign, leaving it up to the county 
Courts to appoint a temporary Council 
until the next regular election. 

Narberth Councihnen, who serve 
without remuneration, are not losing 
sleep over the matter. While Bucks 
County towns are all excited, no one in 
Narberth seems to take the matter very 
seriously. At least, whether or not the 
ruling applies to Narberth, no immedi- 
ate action is seen.

No. 265. 
AN ORDINANCE 

REGULATING THE LICENSING 
OF JUNK DEALERS WITHIN 
THE BOROUGH OF NAR- 
BERTH AND PROVIDING FOR 
THE RECOVERY OF PENAL- 
TIES. 

The Council of the Borough of Nar- 
berth does ordain: 

Section 1. That hereafter no per- 
son, firm, association, or corporation 
shall engage in the business of buying 
or selling junk, rubber, rags, rope, 
scrap iron, brass, lead, copper or other 
materials, commonly known as the 
business of a junk dealer, within the 
limits of the Borough of Narberth, 
without having first obtained a license 
from the Superintendent of Public 
Works as hereinafter provided. 

Section 2. All licenses issued by the 
Superintendent of Public Works shall 
be for the calendar year, but may be 
revoked or suspended by the Burgess 
for cause without the refunding of any 
portion of the fee originally charged. 

Section 3. The license fee shall be 
Ten ($10.00) dollars per annum for 
each and every license issued, except 
after the first day of July, when the 
fee shall be Five ($5.00) dollars for the 
balance of the calendar year. 

Section 4. Any person collecting 
junk in the Borough of Narberth with- 
out first having obtained a license as 
herein provided shall be subject to for- 
feit a puenalty or fine of Twenty-five 
($25.00) for each and every of- 
fense, the same to be collected by any 
Justice of the Peace or the Burgess 
of the Borough of Narberth as like 
penalties are now collectable by law. 

Section 5. All ordinances or parts 
of ordinances inconsistent herewith are 
hereby repealed.
